four miles north of Tie Pass.

Japanese nre screening their move- 
ments well by means of cavalry and 
it is difficult to locate the bulk of the 
army. A heavy movement seems to be 
in progress on the Russian flanks. 
The railroad station at 
Changtufu, 


forty to fifty miles above Tie Pass, 
is occupied by Japanese artillery, but 
so far as ascertainable it noes not 
cover a l/i.r.i'.e.bftdy of troops.

SUPREME COURT 


AS TOMERGER 


Securities Company Is Justified In Refusing 


To Return Specific Stocks. 


PROPER METHOD WAS ADOPTED 


Chief Justice Fuller Hands Down An Important Decision 


This Morning—Millions Are 


, Affected. , 


Washington, 
April 
4.—The 
chief 


justice of the supreme court Monday 
handed down the opinion of the court 
against Harriman in his suit against 
the1 Northern Securities company to 
compel that company, in view, of its 
illegality, to hand back to the Karri- 
man interests 
the 
specific 
stocks 


turned over instead of a pro rata dis- 
tribution of the assets of the com- 
pany among all the stockholders. 
• 


The opinion is in accordance with 


the decision handed fiow.n several 
weeks ago. 
The motion for the im- 


mediate issuance of the mandate was 
denied, the Hate for issuance being 
fixed for April 17. The cause was re- 
manded to the circuit court with a 
direction to dismiss the bill. 


Text of the Opinion. 


After stating the case at length, the 


chief justice said: 


"In the present case complainants, 


seek the 'return of property delivered 
to the securities company pursuant to 
an executed contract-of sale on the 
ground of' the illegality of that con- 
tract, but the record discloses no spe- 
cial considerations of equity, justice 
or public policy which would justify 
the courts in relaxing the rigor of the 
rule which bars a recovery. The cir- 
cuit court decrees'and-the action of 
the attorney general of the United 
States put at. rest any question that 
the ratable distribution resolved upon 
was ic violation of public policy. 


"And it is clear enough .that the 


delivery to complainants of a majori- 
ty of the total Northern Pacific stock 
and "a ratable distribution of the re- 
.mainjng 'assets, to" the. other.,securities 
stockholders ' would not 'only be in 
itself Inequitable but would directly 
contravene the object of-the Sherman 
law and the purposes of the govern- 
ment suit. 


Smothers Competition. 


"The Nortbevn Pacific system, tak- 


en-in connection with the Burlington 
system, is competitive with the Union j 
Pacific system, ami it seems obvious j 
to us, the entire record considered, 
that the decree sought by co?j'.plain 
ants would tend to smother that com- 
petition. 


"While the superior equities, as 


against complainants' present claim, 
of. jhe m.-i.^y holders of securities 


shares who purchased' in reira'nce tra 
the belief that they thereby acquired 
a ratable interest in all of the assets 
of the securities company, are too 
plain to be ignored. 


"Since the transfer of that date se- 


curities i^tock had passed into the 
hands of more than 2,500 stockhold- 
ers, many of them in Great Britain, 
France and other -parts of Europe; 
nearly a year after the filing jf tho 
government bill 75,000 shares wero 
sold for cash, complainant Harrima'n 
concurring; some months after Harri- 
.man and Pierce and the Oregon Short 
Line company pledged their 824,000 
shares to the Equitable Trust com- 
pany,. notwithstanding the decree of 
April- 9. 1903, they stood on -their 
rights as shareholders, and it was not 
uur.il after March 22, 190-1, -when de- 
fendant's board of- directors resolved. 
upon a ratable distribution that com- 
plainants undertook to change an elec- 
tion already so pronounced as to. be 
irrevocable in itself In view of the 
rights of others. 


Court Refuses Redress. 


"We find no evidence of any express 


agreement . that complainants - should 
be entitled to the new common stock, 
ant] it was certainly not the natural 
Increase of the old stock,' but the re- 
sult of the exercise of the right of 
subscription. The purchase by the se- 
curities company was on its own ac- 
count and not in trust and cannot be 
distributed because of illegal purpose 
at the clamor of the parties in part 
delicto. 
And there is here no offer 


of the restoration of the status quo If 
that were practicable.-.-. 
•

"Doubtless it .becam'e':lthe. duty o£ 


the securities company to end -a 'situa- 
tion that had -been adjudged unlaw- 
ful and this could be effected by sale 
and distribution In cash or by distri- 
bution in kind and the latter method 
was adopted, and wisely adopted, as 
.we" think, for the forced sale of sev- 
eral hundred thousand of stock would 
have manifestly involved disastrous 
results. 


"In fine, the title to these stocks 


having intentionally been passed, tho 
former owners or part owners of them 
cannot reclaim 
the specific shares 


and must be content with their rata- 
ble .proportion^ of the corporate assets.

"In a, number o'f the popular maga- 
zines advertisements of out-of-town.

cigar-makers have for some time been 
appearing in which 
the 
advertiser 


agrees to send a sample box of'such 
and such .a brand of cigars to any 
one that shall apply for them, free of 
charge. In order that the recipient 
may have the opportunity to test the 
Quality of the cigars,1 he is allowed 
to smoke six or ten of them, as the 
case may be, after which he may re- 
turn the unfinished box, and no clrarge 
will .be. made. Now. the Question aris- 
es, what becomes of the remaining 
cigars in,- tho broken box? The box, 
of course, bore ' the regular revenue 
stamp, and to replace 
the 
cigars 


which had boon consumed with new 
ones would be 'box rilling,' and un- 
lawful. 
On the other hand it the re- 


maining cigars be taken out and put 
into a. new box with new cigars, the 


lew box would have to bo stamped 
so that the manufacturer 
on

greater part of its contents would be

twice over,
